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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment and filed March 20, 2007. 

Remarks 

2. Claims 2, 3, 5-10, 25, and 26 are currently pending. Independent claim 2 has 
been amended and claims 1,11-15, and 17-24 have been cancelled. In the previous 
Office action, claim 2 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but was indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The applicant has amended 
claim 2 to be an independent claim, incorporating therein all the limitations of claim 1 , 
from which Claim 2 formerly depended. Therefore claim 2 is now in allowable form. 
Claims 3, 6, and 10 depend upon allowable claim 2. Claims 5, 7, 9, 25 and 26, which 
had formerly been dependent upon claim 1, have now been amended to depend from 
claim 2, an allowable claim. Thus, claims 5, 7, 9, 25 and 26 are also allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5-10, 25, and 26 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's for allowance: Although prior art teaches a 
method for providing pharmaceutical information to a patient the above identified prior 
art of record, taken alone, or in combination with any other prior art, fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the specific features of claims 2, 3, 5-10, 25, and 26 of the present 
claimed invention. Specifically, prior art fails to teach in addition to electronically 
prompting a patient with a first message, wherein the first message provides the patient 
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with an interactive choice of accepting or declining pharmaceutical counseling, 
establishing a historical record for the patient counseling interaction. Prior art further 
fails to specifically teach storing the patient's selection of accepting or declining the 
prescription counseling. The above limitations are not disclosed in prior art and 
moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to come to the 
claimed invention.
